SAN DIEGO—Bishop Leo T. Maher of 
the diocese of San Diego has appointed 
James Bastis to succeed Deacon Michael 
Newman as editor of the Southern Cross. 


Newman has resigned from the 
editorship after nine years to take up anew 
national appointment related to charitable 
giving. 

BASTIS, 36, currently director of com- 
munications for the diocese, now will be 
responsible for both communications and 
the newspaper. 

By this action Bishop Maher has re- 


combined two diocesan departments | 


which: were separated 18 months ago on 
Bastis’ appointment. Newman had been 
for seven years both director of com- 
munications and SC editor. 

However, since the San Diego diocese. 
was split last July by the late Pope Paul VI 
to create the new San Bernardino diocese, 
the financial situation in the San Diego 
diocese has called for certain retrench- 
ments. 


BISHOP MAHER indicated that that is 


the reason for recombining the two 
departments into one operation again. 


Bastis joined the diocese in October 
1977 from the archdiocese of New York, 
where he held the position of director of 
news information. He also served as 
assistant director of the United States 
Catholic Conference Office for Radio and 
Television. 

Married with two children, Bastis 
studied communications arts at St. John's 
University in Jamaica, N.Y., and Loyola 
University in New Orleans. 

NEWMAN, who became editor of the 
Southern Cross in July 1970, previously 


had been a diplomat, an editorial writer for 


the San Diego Union and the director of 
development and public relations for the 
University of San Diego. 

Under his editorship ‘the newspaper 


won six national awards, including best 


news story, best regular column and best 
front page. Newman personally won the 
San Diego Press Club award for the best 
news storyin 1975. 

The Southern Cross, established in 
1912, serves the diocese of San Diego and 
the new diocese of San Bernardino. It has 
a circulation in excess of 45,000 and is 
published every Thursday. 


Dan E. Pitre, currently assistant editor, 
will retain this position under Bastis.

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Former bishop of San Diego 
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Archbishop Furey, 74, 
succumbs to cancer

SAN ANTONIO, Texas— Archbishop 
Francis J. Furey, the 74-year-old head of 
the San Antonio archdiocese who had 
“offered up” his cancer for Lent, died 
shortly before midnight Monday, April 23, 
at Community Hospital in San Antonio. 

He had been auxiliary bishop of 
Philadelphia and bishop of San Diego 
before coming to San Antonio in August 
1969. 

HIS FUNERAL mass is scheduled for 10 
a.m. Saturday, April 28, at San Fernando 
Cathedral. Burial is to follow at Holy Cross 
Cemetery in San Antonio. 


.Doctors discovered Archbishop Furey’s 
cancer in August 1977 when they 
performed prostate surgery.on him. He 
was most recently hospitalized on 
Wednesday, April 18, and was then listed 
in “weak but stable condition.” 

In separate statements, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, who succeeded Archbishop Furey 
as San Diego ordinary, and auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez said they were 


“saddened” by the death of a “friend.” 


THEY BOTH extended their sympathies 
and prayers on behalf of the diocese to the 
archbishop’s relatives and friends and all 
the people of the San Antonio arch-

~ “We remember and gratefully acknow- 
ledge his contribution to the lifé of the 


church in San Diego,” said Bishop Maher, 
“especially his wisdom and pastoral and

In March 1966, upon the 
death of Bishop Buddy, he became 
ordinary of San Diego. 


However, it was not for long. Three years 
later, in June 1969, Pope Paul VI 
appointed him archbishop of San Antonio. 


‘Teachers are the heart 
of Catholic education’ 


PHILADELPHIA (NC)—“The central 
core, the heart, the focus of Catholic 
education today is the teacher,” 
Bishop Thomas J. Murphy of Great 


Falls told educators at the National - 


Catholic Educational Association 
convention here last week. 


The bishop, speaking at a cere- 
‘mony in which the teachers re- 
dedicated themselves to their 
profession, called for a formal 
recognition of teaching as a ministry 
in the Catholic church. 


“THE MINISTRY of teaching does 
not share the same prestige and 


recognition by the church as does the — 


formally instituted liturgical minis- 
tries of reader and aco, = Bon 
Murphy said. 

“Still | believe there is a need, an 
expectation and an obligation for the 
church at a parish and diocesan level 
to recognize and to appreciate the 
ministry of teaching in the church 
today,” he added. : 


_ The bishop said his experience as 

_ head of the diocese of Great Falls, 
Mont., has made him very much 
_aware of the “necessity, the import- 
ance and recognition of the teachers 
in our Catholic schools. 


“IN AN AREA of almost 94,000 


_ square miles, an area almost as large 
as the combined area of all of New 
England, he explained to the 
educators, “there is a difficulty at 
times for the relatively small number 
of priests to gather together the 
community and celebrate the pre- 
sence of the Lord in the eucharist. 


“Yet the Lord does become present, 


he becomes present through the 


teachers in our Catholic schools,” he 
said. 


Referring to the first NCEA conven- 
tion, held in St. Louis 75 years ago, 
Bishop Murphy said that the people 
meeting back in 1904 “probably had 
no idea they were beginning a new era 
in the history of the Catholic church in 
our country, an era in which the 
church became most conscious of its 
educational ministry.” 


THE BISHOP said that the three- 
fold mission of the church—ruling, 
sanctifying and teaching—would not 
be fully accomplished without the 
educational ministry, and he indicat- 


- ed that the American church realizes 


ee 


- this fact. 


After the talk, the Catholic educat- 
ors rededicated themselves to teach- 
ing in a recommitment ceremony. 
Since it was first instituted at the 
Chicago meeting in 1976, the cere- 
mony has become an annual event at 
the NCEA conventions. 


The 18,000 participants at the 75th 


_ afiniversary convention also heard, 
_ via videotape, from Pope John Paul ll, 


who also focused on the teacher. 


"THE CHURCH needs men and 
women who are intent on teaching by 
word and example,” the pope said. 
"This is a great vocation, and the Lord 
himself will reward all who serve in it 
as educators in the cause of the word 
of God.” : 

He also said that Catholic education 
“is above all a question of communi- 
cating Christ, or helping to form Christ 
in the lives of others.”

Deacon as associate pastor 
shares duties with priest

RANCHO PENASQUITOS—Father Rob- 
ert Pinta considers himself fortunate. As 
pastor of one of the fastest growing 
parishes in San Diego County, he has no 
church, no school, no proper rectory. But 
he has a permanent deacon. And the 
permanent deacon is associate pastor. 


“Normally, | couldn’t expect to get a 
priest associate for some years,” said 
Father Pinta. “But fortunately Deacon 
George Castoria became available and 
he’s here as the full-time associate and 
shares all duties with me in the parish.” 


THE PARISH IS Our Lady of Mt. Carmel, 
mostly on the west side of |-163 as it 
winds its way north out of San Diego city 
towards Rancho Bernardo. 


Father Pinta floats his hand to the left 
and the right, towards bare hills, and 
says,” In a few years there'll be another 
10,000 homes. over there and another 
10,000 on the other side.” And all this in 
an area which has mushroomed in growth 
almost overnight. 


“We had 19 new families register over 
the Easter weekend alone,” he said. “We're 
already up to 700 families.” 


SUNDAY MASSES in the parish are 
celebrated in two schools near Black 


- Mountain, and with the growing numbers, 


so the parish responsibilities grow. 


Which brings us back to the fact that 
Deacon Castoria is now the official 
associate pastor and is in daily contact 
with all that happens. 

“He does everything except say. mass 
and hear confessions,” said Father Pinta, 
“and | see George bringing an element to 


parishioners which | cannot bring as a 
priest.” 


BEING A MARRIED man, like most per- 
manent deacons, George Castoria, who 
came to the diocese from El Paso a year. 
ago, lives with his wife a couple of blocks 
away from the parish “rectory,” which is a 
large house on Paseo Zaldivar. 


“I’m able to help Father Bob with all 
parish organizations, CCD, sick calls, 
youth ministry, scripture classes and 
anything that comes along,” said Castoria. 
“| assist as deacon at every mass, daily 
and Sundays, and we alternate on the 
preaching schedule.” 


Father Pinta hopes Rome will speed up a 
decision for deacons to be officially 
allowed to administer anointing of the 
sick. “It is a necessity,” he said. 


“! HAVE NO problems, for instance, in 
going off for two weeks for chaplain duty 
with the army,” said the pastor. “George 
can look after everything. He signs the 
checks, runs the parish.” A retired priest 
comes in to celebrate the masses on such 
occasions. 


With 450 children in CCD and adult 
scripture classes bringing more than 30 at 
a time, there is a fair sized educational 
program in the burgeoning parish. All CCD 
teachers are diocesan certified, and the 
deacon and priest make the rounds of the 
classes which are held in teachers’ 
homes. 


“I’m concerned about the future of the 
diaconate,” said Father Pinta. “I see the 
future of the full-time deacon in parishes 
as an associate like George. 

“!'M ALSO CONCERNED about priests 
who look upon the diaconate as a 
challenge to their priesthood, instead of a 
help to it. For the future of the church the

diaconate must be allowed to function 
fully. The permanent diaconate is vital to 
the future of the church.” 


But what do parishioners think of the 
married man who looks a bit like a priest 
when vested in alb and stole? 


“I think it’s neat,” said Georgia Munson, 
mother of two children. “I didn’t know 
about deacons until George appeared in 
the parish. Now | realize he’s one of us, 
married like us.” 


AND WHAT ABOUT an older couple, 
retired, Frank Norkus and his wife. What 
do they think? 


“We like our deacon very much. He

gives Father Pinta some relief,” said Mrs. 
Norkus. “He’s become very popular in the 
parish. He was very kind to me when | was 
in the hospital and visited me regularly 
with communion.” 

Castoria himself finds the parish duties 
eminently to his liking, fulfilling his 
apostolate as a deacon. For $1,000 a 
month salary he is on duty six out of seven 
days on parish work, and on call at any 
time. . qi 

There are other deacons in parishes full 
time, not necessarily as a full associate. 

“It’s working out beautifully,” said 
Father Pinta. Almost as beautifully as his 
Siberian Husky dog Bandit is growing.. :

the Raincross Square plat- 
form. 


MRS. DREISBACH, how- 
ever, said she isn’t satis- 
fied that one speaker could 
provide for a balanced pre- 
sentation. She wants a 
speaker-for-speaker bal- 
ance so that two points of 
view can be given on each 
subject. 

Mrs. Dreisbach said she 
finds particularly. offensive 
the presence of Dr. Sol 
Gordon, Director for the 
Institute for Family Re- 
search and Education: in 
Syracuse, N.Y., basing her 
objections on “the vulgar 
nature of his past presen- 
tations and publications.” 


Dr. Gordon, who calls 
himself a “sexual conser- 
vative,” is a professor of 
child and family life studies 
at Syracuse University. He 
publishes Zing Sex Comix. 


ONE OF THE pink and 
yellow booklets features 
crude cartoons and lan- 
guage to match, both deal- 
ing explicity with various 
sex acts and directions on 
the use of brand name 
foams, pills and other 
contraceptive devices. 


May 8 has been set aside 
as Teen Day at the confer- 
ence. One of that day’s 
speakers is Dr. Alayne 
Yates, author of “Sex With- 
out Shame.”

THE CONFERENCE to b 
held May 7-9 is being billed 
as an intention “to identify 
creative alternatives for the 
prevention and_ interven- 
tion of teenage pregnancy,” 
but one school district 
official, Dr. Harry Monson, 
said he doesn’t view the 
conference as’ being pro- 
abortionist, but -merely an 
educational tool. 


He said some staff mem- 
bers and “about a half 
dozen” high school stu- 
dents would be allowed the 
day off to attend the meet- 
ings. However, a health 
department spokesman 
said that already close to 
300 students had made 


application to attend. 

Mrs. Dreisbach called the 
conference dangerous. She 
said, “This seminar is just a 


.launching pad, just a be- 


ginning,” quoting from a 
health department flyer. 

“ft WOULD LIKE the 
church to inform its mem- 
bers and to see those 
people who are concerned 
about strong, moral Christ- 
ian education to definitely 
oppose it and then take 
action—don’t just com- 
plain,” she said. 


She is scheduling meet- 
ings with San Bernardino 
area pro-life workers, as the 
meeting will draw dele- 
gates from there as well. 
Ads in the daily press will 
ask parents to oppose the 
seminar and let the super- 


“visors know it, she said. 


Mrs. Dreisbach said she 
is disappointed that 
churches are not taking a 
more active stand on the 
right. to life. She has been 
active in the pro-life move- 
ment since 1972, involving 
herself in politics when 
ordinary approaches to the 
subject were not success- 
ful. She advocates placing 
in office men and women 
who publicly endorse pro- 
life issues. 


In her petition to the 

board, Mrs. Dreisbach 
called the county's stamp 
of approval of the seminar 
an abuse of the public trust 
and public monies. 
_SHE QUESTIONED the 
ability of a private group 
without non-profit status to 
be underwritten with public 
funds. 

She asked the board to 
investigate her allegations 
and to cancel county parti- 
cipation if the objections 
are found to be valid.

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A time to depart

| was talking to Jim Bastis, who will take over 
next week as editor of the Southern Cross. And | 
told him that in my philosophy as editor, what is 
more important than anything else in this 
context is the faith of the people. That precious 
commodity is sacrosanct, not to be tampered 
with, but surely to be tested. It has been my 
guiding principle over these past nine years as 
editor. 

This in no way means that the faith of readers 
has to be so protected that nothing must 
disturb it. But, when weighing what is fit to print 
and what is not, the deciding factor, to me at 
any rate, has always been whether it would be 
good or detrimental to faith. That is why, for 
instance, | wrote in a footnote to a reader's letter 
published last week that it has not been our 
practice simply to follow scandal kites flown 
by the National Catholic Reporter, or even local 
secular newspapers. Of course there are 
scandals in the church. Of course there are 
mistakes made by people of the church. But 
does it really do anyone any good to have such 
matters thrashed out in public, so that the 
enemies of Christ and Christians may have 
their day, hurl their rotten tomatoes and be 
glad? 


The “60 Minutes” syndrome 

Don't get me wrong. It is good to have 
crusading journalists out to tilt at the windmills 
of power and corruption, in religion or out of it. 
But though we all enjoy Mike Wallace riding 
herd on .a scandal uncovered, we all have to 
consider whether we would like to be on the 
receiving end of the treatment. Would we ever 
see Mike Wallace investigate Mike Wallace in 
all his failings—and of course he has them: For 
instance, in the trial of Dr. Waddill in Santa Ana 
over the death of the born-alive aborted baby, 
our SC correspondent told us that Mike Wallace 
and the “60 Minutes” team were interested only 
in the rights and judgments of a doctor and not 
on the-rights of the unborn. Objectivity 
becomes subjectivity. 

No writing or reporting is Seely objective. 
But in the Catholic press we try generally not to 
go for the jugular, nor for the human failing. 


In the interests of our faith | 


Obviously there are some religious scandals 
which achieve close public attention and which 
rightfully come into the spotlight. We have tried 
to give them their due. But the personal 
problems of clergy or the peculiarities. of a 
particular Ordinary are surely not the stuff our 
news should comprise. Human frailties beset 
everyone and the plank in our own eye should 
be a constant reminder not to pillory others. 


Highs and lows 


It's not even necessary to flick over the 
pages of back issues of the Southern Cross to 


remember the highlights and lowlights of nine. 


years as editor and columnist. Some moments 
have left scar tissue which still recalls the pain 
of the time. Others, more joyful, continually 
boost your hopes and faith by the sheer beauty 
of the love expressed. 

An early period inthis recollection was when 
cancer struck me eight years ago and, while | 
was undergoing surgery, the vital prayer force 
of readers and friends could be experienced as 
a floating feeling of surety. Not least among the 
many messages at this time were those 


pictorial “prayer cards” made up by school 


children which took over my column space for 
a week or two. 

There were also joyful memories in the visits 
tothe Middle East, when, as aselected Catholic 
editor, | went on a special tour of the “biblical” 
Israel, and, six months later, among another 
selected group of Catholic media people, a 
three week political visit to all the countries of 
the Middle East, with interviews and visits with 
presidents, prime ministers, a king, a pope in 
Cairo and a pope in Rome. These are memories 
which can never be erased and which help to 
form judgments of today’s peace negotiations 
and treaty. 


Ups and downs 


There were low moments, when es letter or 
telephone | have been assailed and personally 


vilified by clergy and lay because they have . 
‘objected to a story, a comment or a feature. | 


still mentally shudder when | think back to that 
time when 10 monsignors declared a priest- 


contributor “anathema” for his views, and 10 
seminarians supported him. The priest—a 
leading theologian— has never written a word 
for us since, unfortunately, so victimized was 
he by that unfortunate act. And, in any case, the 
point he was making is generally accepted 
today. In those days we were still too near to the 
Vatican council and not too far along the road of 
theological and doctrinal changes which came 
in its wake. ; 

One beautiful moment was when, a few 
months ago, a man who had objected to 
everything | tried to do with the Southern Cross 
nine years ago, called me from a hospital bed. 
He said he had called, as he neared death from 
emphysema, to tell me he thought |’d done a 
pretty good job with the paper, and regretted 
some of his more vicious attacks on me. 

The attacks, so many years ago, had taken a 
particularly violent form—even included telling 
all our advertisers that the Southern Cross no 
longer reflected the official views of the church. 
We lost several ads that way. This man also 
organized a pair of nuns to go to some 
advertisers and repeat the same untruth. 

But all things change, as did this man’s heart 
and appreciation of what I’d been trying to do. 
From his bed he called to thank me and 
congratulate me. Three weeks later he died. 


What now? 


Now | am going to head the religious 
(Catholic) division of a new company which is 


-marketing a financial management system 


which incorporates electronic funds transfer. | 
feel very strongly that we Catholics really have 
to be encouraged to give more, and this 
system will help enormously. The dioceses 
across the nation are strapped for money.

The government's harassment of pri- 
vate education, especially church-related, 
goes on. In a new ruling (Revenue Ruling 
79-99) the Internal Revenue Service says 
that if the tuition you pay to send-your child 
to a church-related school is less then the 
value of the education received, then any 
other contributions you make to that 
church will be non-deductible to the 
extent of the difference. 


An example: You pay $500 tuition for 
your child. The “value” of the schooling is, 
say, $900. You have, therefore, received a 
subsidy of $400 from the church. Based 
on prior rulings the $500 cannot be 
deducted as a charitable contribution on 
your tax return. 


In addition to the tuition, you also 
donated $520 to the church ($10 a week 
in the collection plate). But under this 
ruling you can deduct only $120 of that 
donation on your tax return. The other 


$400 now is regarded as non-deductible ~ 


tuition, because of the difference between 
the tuition paid and the value of the 
schooling received. 


According to the IRS: 


(1) It is immaterial that the contri- 
butions to the church were not explicitly 
designated as tuition; 


(2) It is not significant that solicitation 
for contributions was based upon a 
member's ability to pay; 

(3) It is not significant that those contri- 
butions were placed in a general operating 
fund; 


(4) It is immaterial as to the taxpayer's 
motive in making the contribution. 

The sole test to be applied, according to 
the IRS, is: 

..Whether the payment (i.e., contri- 
bution) was, to any substantial extent, 
offset by the fair market value of services 


IRS tampers with charitable school giving 


tuition. If so, the payment, to the extent of 
the offset, should be regarded as non- 
deductible tuition. 


This ruling could have a serious effect 
on the financing of Catholic schools and, if 
its logic is extended to other facets of 
church life, a major effect on the financing 
of certain social- EET BIOUS programs of the 
church. 


In recent years Catholics have been 
described as political pygmies. Unless 
and until we learn to “stand tall,” we will be 
subjected to these sort of rulings. You 
who have children in Catholic schools, or 
will have in the future, or care about 
Catholic education, must shed your 
destructive apathy and begin to fight for 
what is right.

We were talking...about unforeseen 
happenings that make and mar 
people’s lives and how, with the help 
of God, they can be transformed into 
means of growth and fulfillment. 

Often we talk about “things being 
sent to try us,” or label the problems 
we face in life as “crosses.” Some- 
times they really do merit the name, 
sometimes not. | suppose the most 
evident—and most frustrating—facet 
of those injustices we can legitimately 
call “crosses” is injustice. Nothing 
that we have done seems to merit the 
pain they bring. And injustice is 
always the hardest thing to accept. 

IT WAS, of course, glaringly present 


-in Jesus’ crucifixion, his placing on 


the cross. He came in love and peace 
and met misunderstanding, pre- 
judice and persecution. He spoke of a 
kingdom of the spirit and was accused 
of political sedition; he reached out to 
the-poor and needy and was chal- 
lenged as a law-breaker and keeper of 
bad company. When he took up his 
cross he took up rejection, abuse and 


* derision as well. 


Looking at him it seems clear that 
not all sorrow and suffering can be 
claimed as crosses. In some circles 
the reference is used loosely. Every 
other disappointment or frustration, 
or even inconvenience is greeted as a 


A look at books

FIRE POOL SEVEN by Claire Macfarlane.

The Catholic novel is gradually making 
its way back, but it retains the same dif- 
ficulties as those so famous before 
Vatican Il. Is a novel a Catholic work 
because it concerns priests and nuns, or

are based on Catholic beliefs? 


Macfarlane’s book is among those inthe 
first category. It concerns, what else, the 
married ex-priest. On the surface, the 
story is about Father Niles Wade, who 
requests laicization to marry Jess. We pick 
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_ Why did this have to happen? 


“cross.” And then again, we may feel a 
sense of injustice where there is none. 
Self-pity is a great distorter of fact! 

A person may make himself or 
herself miserable and woebegone in 
some unhappy situation but not all the 
wishing in the world will transform the 
problem into a valid “cross” in the 
Christian sense. Even physical pain 
and agony of spirit may be only that 
unless injustice has a part in it. 


REAL CROSSES of life are some- 
times hard to recognize. We may be so 
emotionally involved that only when 
someone else points out the possi- 
bility that this could be something we 
are meant to bear and endure, can we 
see them for what they are. Crosses 
are imposed upon us. We must accept 
them—or wreck our sanity and spirit- 
ual potential—but not seek them nor 
choose them. They force us to goa 
route we are loathe to follow and make 
personal sacrifices and adjustments 
that can be real agony. 


There is a difference between some 
suffering and the anguish of the cross. 
People may suffer acutely while 
serving time in prison for a crime, but 
this is not the same as carrying a 
cross. Nor is the mental and emo- 
tional stress of a person caught in 
some destructive relationship who 
actively contributes to the conflict. 


up the story after they have been married 
four years and have three-year-old twins. 


They are living in squalor as Niles tries 
his hand at any and every sort of job. As the 
book begins, he is offered a job by Mrs. 
Traunton as the recreation director in her 
village. It is very much her village, since 
she owns the two plants that employ 
everyone in town. She is eccentric, 
authoritarian and evil. 


For some reason, the autocrat takes a 
liking to Niles, but hates Jessica and the 
boy twin. For the next 20 years, Jess and 
Mrs. Traunton fight each other. The twins

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But these same situations can take on 
the character of the cross when one is 
innocent and loving and forgiving, but 
faced with an adamant refusal of 
others to accept that. 

Crosses may not be sent by God to 
“try us” but he will certainly make use 
of them to bring us to spiritual adult- 
hood and closer to him. And so should 
we! Unwelcome as they are, inescap- 
able as they seem, endless as they 


_ often appear, they can be not only 


endurable but of immense personal 
benefit once we understand that we 
carry their weight in company with 
Christ and walk together with him on 
the way every Christian must follow. 

HOW WE CARRY them is our own 
choice. We may allow them.to crush 
and destroy us or take us forward into 
a new freedom. For crosses always. 
call for a forgetfullness of self and a 
vision that goes beyond what is now. 
First one needs to stop asking, “Why 
must | carry this?” and consider How. 
Then stand back a little with as much 
objectivity as possible—and this 
means accepting the injustice and 
letting it go. Look at it in God's 
presence. Can we say to him “This is 
unjust’? 

So, it’s unjust. Life often is. So, there 
seems to be nothing one can do to 
remedy the situation! It will be a long, 


assorted adventures along the way.

laborers content. The monsignor takes 
untold time to explain the faith to the 
teenagers and we have a short course in 
apologetics spread throughout the book. 

At the end of the book, all the heroes and 
heroines are rewarded, and all the bad 
guys are thoroughly disgraced and pun- 
ished. After. Jess’ death, Niles goes back 
to building the celibate spiritual life that 
had been interrupted by marriage. 


Macfarlane is not Graham Greene or 
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lonely road! And there we are, en route 
to Calvary with Jesus, beside whom 
our troubles must always diminish. 
Maybe our greatest pain will be in 
humiliation and scourged pride; our 
greatest agony of spirit the bleeding 
away of self-concern and the stripping 
of our longing to be accepted and 
admired and esteemed. 

But we will share Jesus’ sense of 
betrayal and, in our way, the anguish 
of Gethsemane. That we can share 
and give to the Father so that we, too, 
will not grow embittered or disheart- 
ened and will be able, like him, to for- 
give and pray for those who so eagerly 
heft the cross onto our shoulders. 


Then, staggering under it, no doubt, 
we can try to learn to walk humbly in 
his footsteps; reach out for the firm 
strength of his hand; hear his silent 
“Courage! | am here,” and know we 
are fulfilling what he asked of his 
followers. “Take up your cross and 
follow me.” 

There is strength inthat and asense 
of rightness. Then, forgetting the 
injustice that so Corrodes our ego, we 
may even come to love the cross 
because it leads us so much closer to 
him and what he needs us to be. It 
may in time even cease to.be a burden 
because the blessings we find be- 
neath it have so outweighed it!

How can! know I am ready to choose a vocation? 


By Steve Landregan 


In speaking of a vocation in the traditional Christian sense, 
the verb “to choose” seems inappropriate. If God does the 
calling (vocation comes from the Latin “vocare” to call), then 
the one called does not choose, but is chosen. It would be more 
accurate to speak in terms of discerning the call. Let’s reword 
the question then to ask “How can | know that I am ready to 
discern what God has called me to be?” 


For any Catholic, God’s first call is to the Christian life. Our 
response to this primary call is baptism and faith. Even the call 
to service or ministry is universal to all Christians, for as Aidan 
Kavanaugh writes in “Ministries in the Community and in the 
Liturgy,” “It is clear in the New Testament that the scope of 
diakonia (service) or ministry is nothing less than the whole of 
Christian life.” 

THUS FOR THE Christian the question is not “Am I 
called by God to serve?” Rather it is, “What service or ministry 
is God calling me to?” This awareness is surfacing among 
Catholics today in a new and exciting way. A new sense of 
being called on the part of Catholic laymen has resulted in 
burgeoning programs for the preparation and coordination of 
lay ministers. 


“A good vocation is simply a firm 
and constant will in which the 
called person has to serve God in 
the way and in the places to which 
almighty God has called him.”—St. 
Francis de Sales, “Letters to 
Persons in Religion,” 17th century. 


Organists now see themselves.as ministers of music, ushers 
see themselves as ministers of hospitality, members of parish 
councils and parish school boards see their work as a form of 
ministry. 

In one sense this new phenomenon has caused a crisis in 

semantics. The word “minister” used to mean simply “a 
Protestant clergyman” in our Catholic vocabulary. Now it has 
not only been adopted by Catholics, it has been consumed, 
exhausted and all but impoverished. 
_ WHAT OR WHO is a minister? Is every Christian called to 
ministry? Or is every Christian called to witness and serve in 
Christ’s name while only those who do so in the name of the 
Christian comunity are called to minister? 

One scholar calls for ministry to be defined asa combination 
of service and leadership. The argument over the relationship 
of ministry to office, to power, to authority and so forth will 
undoubtedly continue for some time, but the simple reality that 
Catholics have a new awareness of being called to bear witness 
to their baptism is indisputable. 

So we return to the original question. How can! know that I 
am ready to discern what God has called me to? 


THE FIRST STEP in the process of discernment of one’s

call must be involvement in the life of the Christian community. 
For most this would mean the parish, but it could also be the 
campus Catholic community, prayer group or a movement 
such as the Cursillo or Marriage Encounter. 


As one becomes vitally involved in Christian community life, 


particular gifts emerge and are recognized and accepted by the 
community itself. 


It is the community that tests any individual’s gifts and 
discerned call. For those who discern a call to the religious life 
or the ordained ministry, whatever religious community, 
seminary or formation program they are drawn to will test their 
call, affirm or disaffirm their discernment. 


ESSENTIAL TO discernment, for the individual and the 
community, is prayer. Disaffirmation of an individual’s 
discerned call is not a rejection, but a redirection, a helping 


_hand in distinguishing between God’s will and our own. 


I am ready to discern what God has called me to be when I 
have committed myself to bear witness to my baptism, and to 
seek the support of the church community in-recognizing and 
developing those particular gifts God has given to me for the 
purpose of building up his body. Then I am able to say to the 
Father with Jesus, “Thy will, not mine.”

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People did not recognize Jesus as the Messiah |

People have wondered about Jesus from the time of his 
historical appearance right up to the present. Their basic 
question has always been much like that of the disciples: “Who 
can this be?” (Mark 5:41). Mark seems to have structured his 
gospel in great part as an answer to the persistent question: 
“Who is this man?” - 


When Mark wrote, he knew the answer and hesstated it in the 
first verse of his gospel: “Here begins the good news of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God.” 


ALTHOUGH HE wrote ‘in the light of that iapiledas: he 
was aware it was a knowledge which he owed to his post- 
resurrection faith. Jesus entered the lives of many people 
before his resurrection, and Mark shows how they, without this 
faith, reacted to him. 


To this end he arranged the first half of his gospel in three 
sections, each ending with the reaction of a specific group: in 
3:6, Jesus’ adversaries begin plotting his downfall. In 6:3 
(anticipated by 3:21) his relatives and fellow villagers “found 
him too much for them.” The third of these reactions is the 
climatic one, ending in 8:27-30 with the acknowledgement of 
the disciples, through Peter, that he was the Messiah. 


The ‘little group was on the way to Caesarea Philippi, an 
ancient town rebuilt and dedicated to Caesar by Philip, son of 
Herod the Great. It was an impressively scénic spot, with 
majestic Mt. Hermon towering in the background. They had 
probably come there to relax, following the Jordan north to its 
source. 


ON THE WAY JESUS asked them: “Who do people say 
that lam?” They answered, repeating all the guesses Mark had 
narrated earlier (6:14-15): “Some say John the Baptizer, others 
Elijah, still others one of the prophets.” “And you,” he went on 
to ask, “who do you say that Iam?” 


Mark had, with clever subtlety, anticipated this double 
question in the immediately preceding story of the blind man of 
Bethsaida, who regained his sight, not instantaneously, but in 
two stages, seeing indistinctly at first, then clearly. Similarly, 
people in general saw Jesus confusedly; he could have been 
any number of prominent figures. 


But in answer to the second question, Peter cut through the 
confusion and answered unreservedly: “You are the Messiah!” 
(Mark 8:29). Not that he saw with perfect clarity, as the 


immediate sequel (31-33) will show, but he was getting things 


into focus. 


JESUS’ REACTION to this startling proclamation seems 
strange: “Then he gavé them strict orders not to tell anyone 
about him” (8:30). Even within the framework of Mark’s studied 
“messianic secret,” this is a striking prohibition. Hitherto Jesus 
had enjoined silence with regard to his accomplishments; here 
he orders the disciples to say nothing about his personal 
identity. : 


Wasn’t he anxious to be recognized and acknowleged? Yes, 
but it wasn’t that simple. Like authentic human beings he came 
gradually to a full awareness of his own identity. It has been 
suggested, for instance, that his baptism in the Jordan marked 
a significant stage in that growth. 


However, he seems to have been fully aware of having what 
we call a messianic mission, the task of proclaiming and 
inaugurating God’s kingdom. But he was wary of accepting the 
title “Messiah” as such. It conveyed to his contemporaries too 
many notions of which-he wanted no part. 


HE WOULD FIRST have to clarify the precise meaning out 
of his mission, the unique type of “Messiah” he was to be. Only 
then could the title be used without fear of serious misunder- 
standing. This clarification is the theme of the rest of Mark’ s 
gospel. 


Matthew has an expanded version of this scene as compared 
with Mark and Luke. Peter uses an even more honorific 
messianic title, “Son of the Living God,” which the evangelist 
wishes to be understood as an acknowledgement of divine 
sonship. 


This would have been unlikely before the dawn of 
resurrection: faith, and the ensuing promise to Peter of 
leadership in the community is also much better suited to a 
post-resurrection context (see, for.a parallel, John 21:15-17). 


BUT MATTHEW IS singularly unconcerned about 
chronology. He arranges his material logically, thematically, 
and in Matthew 16-18 he has gathered a noticeable amount of 
“Petrine” data. The promise to Peter fits logically as a sequel to 
his acknowledgement of Jesus’ Messiahship, understood now 
as a profession of faith in his divine sonship. 


_ Obviously, observations of this sort cast no doubt on the fact 
that Jesus responded in a special way to Peter’s faith and love.

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For St. Gregory, to pray is to convert one’s whole life

Most Western Christians have seldom, if ever, heard of St. 
Gregory of Nyssa. That should be remedied, for he has much 
to offer for our times. He lived in the Middle East in the fourth 
century, at a time when politics and church affairs were much 
entangled-and sometimes marked by physical violence as well 
as trickery. 


Of noble birth and well educated, Gregory began a career in 
church ministry, changed his mind and embarked ona secular 
career and married, and then changed his mind again and went 
in search of a life of deep seclusion and contemplation. He was 
snatched away from his seclusion to be made a bishop, to 
which he reluctantly agreed. é 


HE WAS BY NATURE much more a thinker than an 
administrator. He had a checkered career as a bishop and 
many judged him a failure. However, subsequent generations 
have seen him as a great theologian and catechist. 


He was a strong voice at the Council of Constantinople and 
helped to give its present shape to the creed we recite at the 
Sunday mass. But it was when he taught and wrote about the 
ways of Christian prayer that he seems to have felt at home. 


For Gregory of Nyssa, praying is not something one does 
some of the time by following a ceremony, a set of words or a 
method of focusing attention. For Gregory praying is the only 
thing that is really worth doing with the whole of one’s being and 
the whole of one’s time. 


IN HIS WAY ofseeing things, praying is a matter of tuning in 
to God who always wants to communicate with us, to reveal or 
show himself to us. 

Most of us have heard this kind of thing before and may have 
found it discouraging, wondering how we were supposed to be 
able to see God. Gregory has an answer to this: We see Godin 
the mirror of our souls. 

Something like this appears in the familiar catechism answer: 
We are made in the image and likeness of God, and that 
likeness is chiefly in our souls. But Gregory of Nyssa searches 
far beyond this glib answer. : 


IT MUST BE FROM his own life experiences that Gregory 
is so sure that even-when a person is horribly distracted by 
trivialities, the passion for God hidden deep inside each human 
being, is always trying to burst out. But when a person turns 
away from sinful behavior and clears away concern over 
trivialities, the vision of God bursts upon the inward eye 
because the soul or self-consciousness has become a mirror 


- that reflects God. 


Gregory is poetic but practical about this. The likeness of 
God is uncovered by the whole way of life, that is by converting 
one’s whole way of life. 


As one becomes generous, one sees the overwhelming 
goodness and generosity of God. As one has less to hid, one 
becomes aware of the presence of God. As one reduces one’s 
life to coherence and simplicity, one comes to know through 
the mirror of one’s own consciousness the grandeur and 


holiness and utter simplicity of God. 


GREGORY ENVISAGES a starting point for everyone. 
Because he isa lover of the Bible and has evidently meditated a 
great deal'on the powerful stories of the Hebrew scriptures, 
one of his best ways of explaining this starting point is in the 
story of Moses and the burning bush. 


The life of Moses has been reduced to great simplicity before 
this incident happens. As Gregory understands it, Moses is 
overwhelmed by a light so bright that it startles him even at high 
noon under a burning desert sun. 


The starting point is like a bright light which makes the vision 
of God clear so that everything falls into place. 


AFTER THIS, Gregory compares the way of prayer and 
union with God to the long trek through the wilderness, led by 
the pillar of cloud, that is the Holy Spirit. This is a different kind 
of presence, a different kind of seeing of God from the burning 
bush experience of the starting point. It leads to something 
different again—to the encounter in darkness at the top of 
Mount Sinai. : 


For Gregory, God is always seen through the mirror of the 
soul, but at the beginning that is a seeing in great light while at 
the end it is a seeing in darkness because the soul has become 
more capable of reflecting the inscrutable simplicity and 
holiness of God. 


One thing is clear: For Gregory, to pray is to convert one’s 
whole life.

They thought he 
would start a war against the Romans. Jesus didn’t 
want to attract that kind of attention and so, even 
though Peter was right and he really was the 
Messiah, he didn’t say so. 


We are very lucky today because.we know Jesus 


really was the Son of God and that God sent him. 


Emotional pain can be

Emotional pain can be destructive or creative, depending on 
how much time we spend on praying each trauma through. 
Each time we: go through a crisis it is necessary to pray it 
through until we understand and fully accept God’s answer to 
the issues involved. 


A painful situation, if properly integrated into our faith in 
God’s answer in Jesus, can be turned into strength of character 
(Romans 5:1-5): Hurt, however, that is not reflected upon in 
prayer can turn easily to resentment and then to bitterness. 
Unresolved emotional conflict festers like a wound that is not 
cleaned and properly dressed. 


OUR FAITH IN GOD can provide us with a point of 
reference to make sense out of any situation. Our Father is 
trying to tell us something. If we can sit down and listen to him 
we can become wise and strong. If we take the matter into our 
own hands and try to solve the problems without reference to 
trusting our heavenly Father we are preparing the way for more 
and more turmoil. ‘ 


One mistake leads to another, one sin leads to’ another. 
Whether it is our sin or not makes no difference for God can

turn all things to good for those who take the time to listen 
(Romans 8:28). Yet, the more confused we become the faster 
we tend to go. : 


Fear pushes us into ever more desperate solutions. 
Unresolved injury weakens the personality, leaving it open for 
further confusion. One weakness leads to another and soon 
the whole personality is destroyed. Once we have been hurt in 
some way we need to examine our reaction, testing to see if 
these reactions are truly Christian. 


PAIN REVEALS our interior depth; it tells us about the 
underlying structure of the personality. If injury surfaces ugly 
un-Christian feelings, these feelings need to be resolved or they 
will begin to influence the whole personality as one rotten apple 
in an otherwise good basket of apples. 


Time is of the essence. When we are hurt we need to take 
time to compare our reactions with the reactions of Jesus. 
First, are we forgiving? ourselves? God? and our offenders? 
Second, can we still pray for our offenders? Third, can we take 
responsibility for our part in the unfortunate event? Fourth, are 
we in touch with our real feelings so that we are not lying to our- 
selves and are free of hypocrisy, that is, can we bring everything 
into the light of conscience? Fifth, can we still love those who 
hurt us?

Finally, can we trustingly look for the gift from our heavenly 
Father in the situation? The Beatitudes give us another check 
list of reactions (Matthew 5:3-12). St. Paul’s description of love 
in 1 Corinthians 13:4-7 is another good check on the quality of 
our reactions to life’s hurts. 


PEOPLE WHO DO NOT pray injuries through in the 
light of the gospel end up living through these unresolved hurts 
over and over again for the rest of their life. For example, a girl 
who leaves home with unresolved hurts between her and her 
father often tries to marry a man with the same unconscious 
problems as her father. She has a need to resolve these 


_ problems with someone else so she can be at peace within 


herself. 

The same is true for a young man trying to find a wife. He will - 
choose one who subconsciously illustrates to him the problems 
he never resolved with his mother. We also do this with 
circumstances which trigger unresolved hurt. We continually 
try to work out the past in the present no matter how foolish or 
inappropriate. 

Reactions to pain must be brought out into the light of the 
gospel (John 3:19-21) and walked through with Jesus in prayer 
now, or else the devil will take advantage of the darkness tolead 
us around in circles for all eternity.

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‘IRS ruling won't affect Catholic schools’ 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A 
new Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice ruling disallowing tax 
deductions for some charit- 
able contributions to tax- 
exempt organizations 
sponsoring schools does 
not affect Catholic schools, 
according to officials at 
both IRS and the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. 


These officials said the 
“facts and circumstances” 
in the case which prompted 
the ruling differ signifi- 
cantly from those in the 
typical Catholic parochial 
schools. 


BUT THE USCC Office of 
General Counsel has used 
the ruling’s publication as 
an occasion to repeat a 
longstanding warning to 
Catholic parishes to make 
sure that contributions to 
the church from parents of 
students in the church 
school are not earmarked 
for the school. 


Charitable contributions 
to churches can be deduct- 
ed from taxes; tuition paid 
to church schools cannot. 


The new ruling, known as 
Revenue Ruling 79-99, was 
issued in response to a 
request from an unnamed 
religious society. 


THE SOCIETY runs a 
school that charges no tui- 
tion and raises funds by 


soliciting contributions 


from churches, parents of 
students and other people. 


IRS ruled that, in this 
case, contributions to the 
society,did not exceed the 
“fair market value” of the 
education received at the 
school. Only contributions 


above the fair market value ~ 


may be deducted, IRS said. 


. IRS spokesman said the 
same principle would apply 
in a schoo! which charged 
tuition but subsidized part 
of the actual cost of educat- 
ing the child. 


FOR EXAMPLE, if parents 
paid $300 in tuition for a 
student and contributed 
another $500 to the 
school’s tax-exempt spon- 
sor and the sponsor sub- 
sidized the cost of edu- 
cating the student by $200, 
the parents could deduct 
only $300. 


The principle involved, 
IRS spokesman said, is that 
a taxpayer cannot claim a 
deduction for a contri- 
bution made in the expect- 
ation that a service will be 
performed in return. 


The major. difference 


between the case involved 
in the ruling and Catholic 
schools is that contribu- 
tions to Catholic churches 
are not earmarked for 
church schools, while the 
contributions to the reli- 
gious society in this case 
were earmarked for a 
church school. 


THE USCC has warned 
that contributions made to 
a church under a “quid pro 
quo” for tuition may not be 
deducted. : 


For example, if a church 
tells a parent the school will 
charge no tuition if the 
parent contributes $500 a 
year to the school, the 


contribution may not be - 


deducted. 


If a school gives parents 
the option of paying $500 in 
tuition or paying $250 in 
tuition and $250 in con: 
tributions to the church, the 
$250 contribution to the 
church may not be de- 


ducted.

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‘Path of progress’ mapped 
out for Chino-Guasti area

SAN BERNARDINO—A 
general plan that will mapa 
“path of progress” for the 
Chino-Guasti area over the 
next 10 years is being 
developed for the diocese 
of San Bernardino. 


Bishop Phillip F. Straling 
announced that the Ken- 
neth Phillips Group of 
Cathedral City has been 
hired to do the study—a 
first step toward a diocese- 
wide master plan of devel- 
opment. 


THE CONSULTANT de- 


scribed the project as “very 


much a pioneering effort” 
and one that could serve as 
the prototype for measur- 
ing the needs of the diocese 
from border to border. 

Bishop Straling called 
the work “just the begin- 
ning of a master plan.” He 
said, “If this works out satis- 
factorily, we would consider 
employing (studies) in 
other areas.” 

Kenneth Phillips said the 
bishop is unique in his fore- 
sightedness. 


“HERE YOU have a young 
bishop who is using mod- 
ern planning techniques for 
a model program,” Phillips 
said. “I! don’t know of any 
place else that is doing it.” 


The target for the project 
is a land corridor extending 
from south of Highway 60 to 
the foothills, including the 
so-called West Valley area. 

A 60-day contract with 
Phillips does not call for 
pinpointing specific sites at 
this time.

SANTA ANA, Calif. (NC)— 
The murder retrial of Dr. 
William Waddill Jr. re- 
sumed after a one-week 
recess as two University of 
California at Los Angeles 
professors, called as de- 
fense witnesses, testified 
that the infant Dr. Waddill 
allegedly strangled had no 
hope for life by the time he 
examined her. 


Dr. Waddill, a 43-year-old 
Huntington Harbour phy- 
sician, is accused of stran- 
gling the two-pound, 15- 
ounce infant known as 
Baby Girl Weaver in the 
aftermath of a saline abor- 
tion performed two years 
ago on the baby’s 18-year 
old mother.

He has denied Dr. Wad- 
dill strangled the infant but 
contended he ordered no 
“heroic” revival efforts for 
the baby because she had 
no hope for life. 


A University of California 
at Irvine pathologist, Dr. 
Stephen Romansky, testi- 
fied he does not believe 
hemorrhaging found in 
the neck of the baby was 
caused by choking.

Dr. Robert Richards, the 
coroner's pathologist who 
performed an autopsy on 
the infant, has insisted the 
baby died of manual stran- 
gulation.
